“The islands lie from 10 to 15 
miles southeast of Constantinople, 
near the Asiatic shore. Four of them 
are inhabited, and the largest of the 
group, Prinkipo (also called Pityusa, 
meaning ‘rich in pines’), has a pop- 
ulation of more than 10,000. Turks 
and Greeks being about equal 
number. 

“The islands in modern times have 
been popular as summer resorts, ow- 
ing to the salubrity of their climate 
and their proximity to the Turkish 
capital. 

Tragedy in Their History. 

“Few islands have a history more 
poignant with tragedy, with high 
hopes and shattered dreams, with 
diabolical machinations of empire 
wreckers and makers than these few 
square miles of earth washed by the 
waters of Marmora. Their very 
name is significant of their past, for 
in the days of the Byzantine Empire 
they were the retreats, either forced 
or voluntary, of princes and prin- 
cesses who had fallen into disfavor at 
the nearby court. 

“Each island of the group could 
tell its own story of famous exiles. 
None is more pathetic, however, than 
that of Proti as the prison of the de- 
posed Emperor, Romanus IV, called 
Diogenes. The life of this rwier 
reads like one of the fictitious ro- 
mances of Cleopatra's days. He was 
a distinguished young soldier de- 
scended from a Cappadocian family. 
Having been implicated in a conspir- 
acy to depose his sovereign, Constan- 
tine IX, he was condemned to be 
executed for treason. While being 
led to his death, according to one ac- 
count, he caught the eye of the Em- 
preas Regent, Eudocia ,Macrembolli- 
tissa, who instantly fell in love with 
him, granted him a pardon and 
shortly thereafter married him. After 
his coronation as Emperor, he led 
three successful expeditions against 
the Seljuk Turks, but his fourth 
campaign against Alp Arsian was a 
disastrous failure. 

“Compelled to pay a large ransom 
for his release, Romanus returned 
home to be defeated at the hands of 
a pretender to the throne. Blinded, 
he spent his few remaining days of 


abject misery imprisoned in a monas- 


tery on the highest point of Proti.

They 
included railroad station masters, 
crossing tenders, mail carriers, cafe | 
keepers and many others in humble| 
walks of life, all volunteers desirous | 
of serving their country even at the, 
risk of being stood against the wall 
and shot, and, as a matter of fact, | 
many of them were. But at no time!

The first member of the pheieten| 
tion to be taken by the Germans was 
Phillipe Baucq, whose arrest was 
Simultaneous with that of Edith Ca- 
vell, the English nurse whose execu- 
tion by Germans sent a thrill of hor- 
ror throughout the world.

no heart among the many who were 
honored by the friendship of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, is the romanticist’s | 
memory more reverently enshrined 
than in the heart of Donat. 
Donat, a half caste gentleman, | 
'Wwas immortalized by Stevenson's “In | 
the South Seas” wherein the author, 
describes the blood curdling ghost | 
(Stories of the Paumotus recounted | 
to him by Donat. The many kind- 
hesses shown Stevenson at Fakar- 
ava by Donat made the latter an 
object of effectionate remembrance 
— the author's subsequent 
life. 
Together they passed a month at | 
Paka:ava. Stevenson, wearied by the | 
long voyage through the Marques- | 
sas Islands, had rented a house in’ 
order to rest ashore for a season. 
Donat, in the temporary absence of 
pene administrator of the Paumotus, 
was in charge of the affairs of the 
| Government house nearby. In the 
'grounds of the latter was the only 
| vegetable garden on the island. Many 
jtons of soil had been brought from 
‘Tahiti to make it productive as the 
natural formation of all the Paymetu 
islands is coral, sand and rubble.

Donat knew that nothing could be 
more welcome to a white man after 
months of sea fare than such pro- 
duce as the garden afforded. Accord- 
ingly, every morning at 8 o'clock, a 
‘great basket of fresh vegetables and 
drinking cocoanuts would arrive at 
|the Stevenson house, and later in 
the day Stevenson would go over to 
the Government house to give thanks 
and stay for a chat—and so the 
friendship began. 

“Ah, that was a fine man,” gays 
Donat, “so kind, so gentle, so gra- 
cious to everybody. He was a true 
democrat,” Nething more delights 
the old gentleman than to talk of 
|his gentle friend, and the days when 
| they were together. 

_ Often he talks of ghosts, for Donat 
|believes in ghosts. Indeed he has 
Planned again and again with the 
correspondent of the Associatcd 
Press that they go together to that 
cave in Haamuta Valley where, on 4 
certain night of the year, the shades 
of natives of the long ago sing and 
dance to the music of ancient magic 
flutes which are said to be deposited 
there. But, for one reason or anoth- 
er, the trip never has been made, 
but Donat still will tell his folk-lore 
tales, as he says he did for Steven- 
son, who would listen for hours, with 
his great black eyes glistening with 
excitement as the weird yarns were 
being spun. 

Stevenson Lived Simple Léfe. 

| But tt is of Stevenson that Donat 
most loves to talk. He gives an in- 
timate picture of Stevenson's simple 
life at Fakarava—of his rambles on 
the beach and through the cocoanut 
groves while clad only in his pa- 
jamas, barefooted and a great palm 
leaf hat on his head. He tells of 
Stevenson's kindly intercourse with 
the natives, whom he likened to the 
cods of Greece. Stevenson writes of 
these things of a dead past. Donat 
is the living voice of that past, and 
Stevenson's companion through it al). 

The day the “Casco” sailed for 
Tahiti, Stevenson had Donat on boaru 
tor dinner. When the repast was 
over the author drew from his finger 
a handsome diamond ring and, hand- 
ing it to Donat, begged him to accept 
it as a souvenir cf their friendship.

NE HUNDRED AND TEN years ago next 

Wednesday was born Abraham Lincoln, 

and 10 vears later, when he was a ragged 

little boy on a farm in Southern Indiana, 

there was born in far a way Glasgow, 

Scotland, another boy, who was destined 

to cross the ocean, meet Lincoln at a 

eritical moment in the fate of the nation, and save 
his life for the gigantic task of preserving the wnion. 
The second boy was the son of a Sergeant of police 
ir Glasgow, who was killed in 1898 by a prisoner 
whom he had arrested. When the son was 23 years 
old he emigrated to this country and settled at Dundee, 


Baltimore hotels, giving 
his home address as New 
Orleans. 


This proved a passport 
in the eyes of the “fire- 
eaters” of the city, and 
Howard was not slow in 
taking advantage of his 
opportunity. To general 
inquiries he replied that 
business of a private ca- 
pacity required his pres- 
ence in Baltimore, but as

Kane County, Ill, where he established a cooperage 
business. Some hereditary instinct for police work 
must have been active within him, for he soon gained 
local celebrity by running down a gang of counter- 
feiters. AS a reward he was appointed Deputy Sheriff 
of Kane County. Soon afterwards he was holding the 
same position in Cook County, with headquarters in 
Chicago. Not many years later he organized a force 
which in time made his name synonymous with the 
word detective. The organization was Pinkerton’s 
National Detective Agency, and the founder was Al- 
lan Pinkerton, the centenary of whose birth occurs on 
Aug. 25 next. 

Pinkerton’s agency performed many thrilling ex- 
pioits, particularly in the capture of thieves who stole 
large amounts from express companies. In 1886 his 
oreratives arrested the principals in the theft of $700,- 
000 from the Adams Express Co. safes on a train of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and 
recovered all but $12,000 of the stolen money. A 
Pinkerton detective, James McParland, broke up the 
Molly Maguires in Pennsylvania in the 70s. But by 
far the most valuable achievement in Pinkerton’s life, 
one having historical importance of first rank, was 
the service performed in 1861 in 
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his acquaintances grew 
more intimate, he admit- 
ted that affairs of a na- 
tional character were far 
dearer to him than any 
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individual interests or . 

concerns. He soon be- 

came a.welcome guest 

at the most aristocratic homes of the city, and 
it was not long before he had won the complete 
confidence of George P. Kane, Chief of Police. From 


him he learned fhat the entire police force was in 
sympathy with rebellion, and not only would not pro- 
tect Lincoln, but would certainly take an active part 
in any attempt against him. 

It was on the invitation of Kane himself that How- 
ard was able to attend a mecting of a secret society, 
where he found many of his new social friends. Here 
the detective listened to fiery speeches, in which it was 
declared that Lincoln must never be suffered to be- 
come President. 


The leader of the society, a man 
known as Capt. Fernandina, flourished a long, glit- 
tering knife, and exclaimed: 

“This hireling Lincoln shall never, never become 


President. My life is of no con- 


behalf of Abraham Lincoln. 

it was in the early part of 13861, 
when the country was recoiling 
from the chasm of impending civil 
war which had opened before its 
feet, that Pinkerton, at his office 
in Chicago, received a letter from 
Samuel H. Felton, president of 
the Philadelphia, Wilmington & 
Baltimore Railroad. Felton, whose 
line was the main artery between 
Philadelphia and Washington, was 
apprehensive that secessionists in 
Maryland, a bitter pro-slavery 
State, had designs to blow up his 
railroad bridges and destroy his 
ferry boats, in order to cut one 
of the main nerves of transporta- 
tion between the North and the 
South. 

While engaged upon this pri- 
vate blisiness, Pinkerton and his 
men came upon unmistakable evi- 
dence that there was hatching a 
plot to assassinate Lincoln, the 
Republican President-elect, as he 
passed through Baltimore on his 
way to Washington to be inaugu- 
rated. A few days’ sojourn in 
Raltimore convinced Pinkerton 
that the gravest danger was to be apprehended 
But if Lincoln was to be saved, it Was nec- 
essary to obtain evidence so conclusive that the 
President-elect himself would be assured of his peril. 
This evidence the detective, on his own initiative, de- 
termined to assemble. ° 

His first step was to summon one of his operatives, 
whom he calls “Joseph Howard.” Howard was a 
young man of fine personal appearance and of insin- 
uating manners. He was of French descent and care- 
fu! education, he had lived many years in New Orleans 
and other Southern cities, and had a thorough know!l- 
edge of the South, its lotalities, prejudices, customs 
and leading men. He registered at one of the best 
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sequence in a cause like this, and 
I am willing to give it for his. As 
Orsini gave his life for Italy, | am 
ready to die for the rights of the 
South and to crush out abolition- 
ism.” 

Howard contrived that Pinker- 
ton himself should have an inter- 
view with Fernandina. The three 
met, and Pinkerton received from 
the conspirator the assurance that 
“in a week from today the North 
will need another President. for 
Lincoln will be a corpse.” 


Howard, in the meantime, had 
become a bosom friend of a young 


man named Hill, a fast young 
blood of the city, a Lieutenant in 
the Palmetto Guards, a _ secret 
military organization im Balti- 


more. From Hill it was learned 
that complete plans to kill Lin- 
coln had already been matured. 
and that a meeting was to be held 
at which his assassin would be 
chosen by lot. Through Hill's in- 
fluence, Howard was present a! 
the meeting. 

When they went to the rendez- 
vous of the league, they found 
many of the plotters already gathered in a darkened 
chamber. Howard was conducted before the chieftain 
and sworn. Then, in a dramatic speech, Capt. Fernan 
dina outlined the details of the plan. 

It had been determined that Lincoln would be as- 
sassinated at the Calvert street depot. A great crowd 
of secessionists was to gather early in the day and 
take possession of the streets and passages surround- 
ing the station. No attempt at secrecy Was made of 
the fact that the Chief of Police was fully conversant 
with these plans. He was to detail only a small force 
of policemen to the station, who would be in complete 
sympathy with the crowd. 

When the train entered the station, and IL.incoln

would attempt to pass through the 
leading to the street, a party already delegated was 
to begin a fight on the outside, and the policemen 
were to rush away to quell the disturbance. Upon their 
withdrawal, Lincoln would find himself surrounded 
by a dense and hostile crowd, hustling and jamming 
him, and in the confusion the fatal shot would be 
fired 

A swift steamer was to be stationed in Chesapeake 
Bay, with a boat waiting upon the shore, ready to take 
the assassin on board as goon as the deed was done 
and convey him to a Southern port. where he would 
be received with acclamations of jov and honored as 
a hero 

To deiermine who the a tual murderer should be, it 
was decided to place ballots in a box, and that the 
person who drew a red ballot should perform the as- 
sassination. In order that none should know who drew 
the fatal ballot, except the one who did so, the room 
was made still darker, and everyone was pledged to 
secrecy as to the color of the ballot he drew. The 
leaders had determined that their plan should not 
fail, and, doubting the courage of some of their num- 
ber, placed eight red ballots in the box instead of one. 
So that eight men each believed that upon himself 
alone depended the cause of the South. 


Pinkerton, informed concerning this meeting, de- 
layed no longer. The Lincoln party was making a 
triumphal progress through the cities of the North, and 
was soon to arrive in New York. The detective sent a 
warning to a friend in the party, Norman B, Yadd. 
Pinkerton himself went to Philadelphia and dispatched 
t» New York a woman member of his agency, Mrs. 
Kate Warne. She had a personal interview with Judd, 
and accompanied the party to Philadelphia, where 
Pinkerton and his advisers determined to lay the sit- 
uation before the President-elect, who reached the 
Pennsylvania capital.on Feb. 21. The meeting was at 
the Continental Hotel 

“I'p to this time,” Pinkerton relates, “Mr. Lincoln 
had been kept in entire ignorance of any threatened 
danger, and as he listened to the ‘acts that were now 
presented to him, a shade of sadness fell upon his

AT CROWE has turned prison re. 
‘ormer. Say what you.will, there is 
something blithely sardonic in this. 
Eighteen years ago, a single spec- 
tacular crime put the name of this 
young Irishman on the tongues of 
two continents. 

The unprecedented reward of $50,000 weighted his 
elusive life. The police powers of every hamlet in the 
western world were straining to catch him. His 
picturet adorned fence posts, billboards, crossroads 
signs in all states. 


Yet for six years he eluded the concerted power of 
the law. For six years he baffled the best detective 
genius of the nation, before he voluntarily surrendered 
himself and was triumphantly acquitted. 


Pat Crowe takes his reform business’ seriously. 
Briefly, his idea is this: Tae the first offenders at 
crime and place them, not in prisons or reformatories, 
as such places are now understood, but in a new 
system of industrial schools. Here these men are to 
be trained to trades or other forms of remunerative 
work within their: powers. 


At the same time they 
are to receive military training and expert medical 
and pathological attention. When their terms have 


expired the Government is to secure them employment 
and afford them real opportunities to become useful 
citizens. 


How much in earnest Pat Crowe is will be seen 
from the fact that he has been ma‘ing his way about 
the country with a petition to Congress, getting the 
signatures and indorsements of Governments, legisla- 
tors and prison Wardens. He has a bil! in the hands 
of a Congressman for introduction at Washington, and 
expects to get the thing considered at the next term. 


By dint of a little persuasion Crowe wus recently per- 
suaded to tell the inner story of his famous crime, and 
it is set down here, in many elements, for the first 
time. Pat Crowe was born on a farm in Scott County, 
lo.. in 1869. He notes that this county was also the 
native home of Farmer Burns, the wrestler; Buffalo 
Bill, Lillian Russell, Billy Sunday and Mei Trotter, the 
evangelist. Pat Crowe's parents were 
grants. His people were religious; they tilled the 
soil, struggled with poverty and tried to bring up 
their son in the way of hard work and honest ob- 
scurity. He received the usual dose of country school- 
ing and was sent off at 15 or 16 to Creighton College, 
Omaha. But from this temple of learning he soon 
decamped. 


Irish immiéi- 


At 16 he went to work in a packing house in South 
Omaha and learned the trade of butcher thorough|) 
enough to become a meat cutter. At 18 he was man- 
ager of the retail department, earning-$2 a day. 


The place was loosely run. Cash registers were un- 
known, no adequate checking or accounting system 
was in use. Theft was easy. The first time Pat 
Crowe fell from rectitude he put into his pocket 50 
cents that should have gone to his employer. Be- 
fore he finished he was knocking down $50 a day. 
Eventually be was caught and dismissed. 


In 1889, after a number of successful robberies, 
he was caught in a pawnshop, convicted and sentenced 
to serve six years at Joliet. After 17 months in prison 
he was pardoned. In 1893 he committed another rob- 
bery, this time a safe job. For a later offense of the 
same kind he was arrested and lodged in jail at Den- 
nison, Io. A few weeks later he estaped. He now 
began operating with an organized gang, consisting 
of himself and two experienced safe crackers. They 
held up a train in the Central West and got away 
with the loot of the express car. Crowe was arrested 
in Milwaukee and extradited to St. Joseph, Mo. He 
escaped and was at large for months before his ie- 
eapture in Cincinnati. He was returned to St. Joseph 
in irons, tried and sentenced to three years in the 
prison at Jefferson City. On the expiration of his 
term he was taken to Denver to face a charge of dia- 
mond robbery, but was liberated. 


In 1900, says Crowe, the plan for the famous Cudahy 
Ridnapping was formed. Crowe formed a partnership 
with a veteran Union Pacific conductor. Edward Cuda- 
hy was chosen to be the victim for several reasons. 
He was rich enough to be a profitable mark. His son, 
Eddie, was about 17 years old, and no harm could 
eome to a boy of that age through a little hard living 
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aig uvseuce fron bome. The decidigg factor was the 
character of Edward Cudahy. Crowe knew him to be 
a resolute and self-willed man and a fond father. He 
understood that a man of Cudahy’s power in the com- 
munity could and would force the police to stand aside 
wntil he could recover his son, whatever the ransom. 
He was certain Cudahy would get his son home first 
and then pursue the abductors, and he felt that no 
amount of police advice and intimidation would move 
him to risk the boy’s safety for the sake of saving 
the ransom or facilitating the work of the police. 


Crowe and his accomplice rented a vacant house in 
a cheap section of Omaha and furnished one room with 
bed, chairs and table. They acquired a horse and bug- 
gy and, driving in the rig, began to watch the Cudahy 
home. They discgvered that the boy left his roof in 
the evening between 6 and 8 o'clock, if at all. After 
several nights of waiting the youth emerged from his 
father’s door one brisk, dark fall evening and walked 
into the arms of his abductors. He was immediately 
gagged and his face covered with a mask. He was 
then driven in contrary directions to confuse him and 
finally taken to the old house and put into the one 
furnished room. 


Crowe then went directly back to the Cud: 
had not

any alarm, and threw into the vard, tied to a stout 
stick and fixed with a bit of red cloth, his demand 
for money. Its sense was that $25,000 in gold must 
be paid on the following night if the rich packer 
wished to see his son again unblinded. The boy would 
be robbed of his eyesight unless the demand was met 
forthwith. The packer was warned to avoid the 
police, and minute instructions were given as to the 
way in which the money was to be delivered. A 40- 
mile drive along specified roads in the country lying 
around Omaha was to be made by the packer at night, 
in his carriage, with a red lantern on the front. At 
some undetermined point along this drive he would 
see an unmistakable signal. At this point he was to 
deposit the $25,000 gold specie, turn about and 
drive directly home. In case af complete compliance, 
the immediate return of his boy was promised. 
Crowe spent a restless day, and then set out on 
horseback, proceeding to a point adjacent to one of 
the roads along which Cudahy was to drive. About 
eight miles from the city limits he halted, hid his 
horse in a woods some distance from the road and 
mounted a hill, from whose top he could observe for 
several miles the road along which the packer was to 
approach. An hour after nightfall he saw the red

lantern coming toward him at a slow pace. He watched 
carefully to see that the conveyance was not fol- 
lowed, investigated all the ground about him for con- 
cealed policemen, and quickly chose a place for dis- 
playing his signal. This was a deep cut which the 
road made through a bluff. 


With the carriage still some distance away he dis- 
played a white and green lantern, waving it spasmod- 
ically and then setting it into the center of the road. 
He ran quickly out of the cut and scaled the bluff. 
By lying flat on top he could look down upon what 
happened and hear what was said. 


Slowly and cautiously the red light of the carriage 
drew toward him. Several times the driver drew up 
and a head was poked out, searching the darkness for 
the signal. Finally the two horses were reined up in 
the cut and a man descended. He examined the 
ground and the lantern. Two heavy bags of gold were 
lifted out and placed by the lantern. The carriage was 
immediately driven out of the cut, turned about and 
headed for home. 

Pat Crowe, lying still on the bluff top, watched the 
carriage recede until it was out of sight. He cania 
boldly from his retreat, picked up the gold an! ‘iis 
lantern, carried them to his horse, mounted and 
turned at a gallop to Omaha. Then he hitched his 
horse to his buggy, drove up to the house where the 


boy was held and found, to his relief, the boy quietly 
smoking. 


re 


‘The youth smilingzly allowed himself to be blind- 
folded. He was taken to the waiting buggy, driven 
to within a few squares of his home and released. 
Twenty-five hours after his abduction he was safely 
in his mother’s arms. Crowe paid off his confederate, 
cached his own share of the gold and decamped. 


Finally, in 1906, he returned to Omaha and opened 
negotiations with the Sheriff. He asserts that on his 
way to surrender he was attacked by four men, who 
began to fire at him without warning. He returned 
the fire, wounding one, and escaped into a crowd. He 
hid for several days in the home of a man he had be- 
friended many years before. When the excitement 
abated he got out of the region and made his way to 
Montana. 

Here he lived securely enough, but he was 
weary of being a fugitive and hunted man. 
were fraved. 
him. 

Finally he rode into Butte on a borrowed horse and 
telephoned the Chief of Police.

When the two sleuths sent to arrest him saw before 
them the world-familiar face of Pat Crowe, they gagged 
with surprise and fear. Crowe calmly gave himself up 
and went comfortably to jail in Butte. A few days 
later he was taken to Omaha. A crowd of 10,000 per- 
sons received him at the station, and not a few cheered 
him as he was led out of the train shed. 


At the trial Crowe was triumphantly acquitted ot 
a crime he had certainly committed. Cudahy had late- 
ly imported Japanese and negro labor into Omaha to 
supplant his striking help, and a verdict in his favor 
was out of the question. An attempt was then made 
to send Crowe to prison for shooting the Omaha officer 
in the street fight a few months earlier. He was 
again acquitted. A third attempt to send him to 
prison met with the same defeat. Finally, late in the 
year, he was free once more. - 

Pat Crowe's hair is white now. His big frame shows 
still some of the strength that carried him through 
his great adventures and hardships. There are. still 
flashes of resolution in his eye. There is still a cer- 
tain melancholy echo Sf youth in his voice. The muta- 
tion has been in his soul. Remember. he has turned 
reformer. 

“Why? he was asked. 

“If I can do this thing for the men who are going 
to go wrong after my time,” he replied, “I'll have 
paid up for all the harm! did. Pat Crowe will leave 


something better behind him than his criminal record, 
That's why.” 
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HE Columbus of the sky who. wins the immor- 

tality of traversing the Atlantic for the first 

time in a heavier-than-air craft will be an 

American, and his route will be from west to 
east, according to plans now in formulation. It is to 
be the New World rediscovering the Old. 

That the accomplishment of the over-ocean feat will 
occur in the near future, no student of aeronautics 
doubts. Several firms are feverishly at work on ma- 
chines particularly designed to undertake it. Among 
these the most ambitious is the mammoth triplane, 
E-5 model, which is being planned by the Standard 
Aircraft Corporation of Elizabeth, N. J. The designer 
is Charles H. Day, vice president and consulting en- 
gineer of the company. He was the inventor of the 
tractor type of airplane, now in universal use, which 
places the propellers at the front instead of the rear 
of the craft. The propellers thus draw the machine 
afier them instead of pushing it before. 

The photograph above shows a model of this ma- 
chine, just after it had been subjected to searching 
wind-tunnel tests and had been pronounced mechan- 
ically and structurally perfect. Construction on the 
machine itself was at once begun, for the plan is to 
send it forth across the ocean early in the spring. 

The E-5, being a triplane, has three wings, for the 
sake of stability and lifting power. It has two sets 
of airillons at either end of the wings, for horizontal 
guidance and balancing, and a three-tiered rudder for 
vertical steering. The model is supported by wheels, 
but the machine itself will probably be supplied with 
pontoons, as it is designed for over-water flight. 

At the center of the craft is an inclosed cabin, and 
an impressive idea of the size and power of the craft

iliat a special train of two coaches should be waiting 
at Harrisburg, and that Lincoln, instead of going, as 
ali supposed he would, to a reception at the Governor's 
mansion, would secretly board this train and be borne 
to Philadelphia.

It is expected that, when loaded 
to capacity, the E-5 will develop a speed of 85 miles 
an hour. At this rate, it should cross to the British 
Isies in something like 36 hours. 

Now that the transatlantic flight is seriously pro- 
posed, there is much speculation as to the most feas- 
ible route. The flight to the Azores seems to find most 
favor, though many champion a trip straight across 
from Newfoundland to Ireland. Curiously enough, the 
northern passage, via Greenland, Iceland and. the 
Northeast ‘Atlantic island groups, is not spoken of. 
Yet this, according to Leon Camen, a prominent aero- 
nautical authority, is the only way that offers any 
particular promise. 

The elements to be contended with in an aerial orean 
crossing are two: excessive continuous flights and 
trouble in finding one’s way across the ocean waste. 
In a flight over the regular ship lanes the way would 
be clear, but the length of continuous flight prohibi- 
tive: in the Azores route the maximum jump is less, 
brt maintaining the course is a most formidable dif-

The northern flight, on the. other hand, offers a serjes 
of peculiarly favorable natural conditions.

But the very heavy fogs prevailing there 
would be a handicap, and the 700-mile flight thence 
to Greenland would be hampered by the peculiar mages 
netic storms which are frequent in the Baffin Bay 
region. The best way would be from St. Johns te 
Julianshaab, Greenland, a distance of about 900 miles, 
This would be the longest stage, and the only one 
where the aviator would be out of sight of land for 
any period. However, certain factors enter here which 
are very favorable. Thanks to a warm current on its 
western shore, Greenland is covered with a great cloud 
bank, which 1s visible at a considerable distance. It 
is a peculiarity of the Arctic regions that cloitds over 
Jand may be distinguished from clouds over ice or 
water by being much darker, so that an aviator. could 
recognize Greenland at some distance by a dark cloud 
formation. 

From Julianshaab to Revijavik, Iceland, is about 700 
miles. In this flight, thanks to the shore conformation 
of Greenland and to the great mountains of Iceland, 
land would never be out of sight.

Islands: from the Faroe Island to the Orkneys 256

The holidays and vacation periods are no 
more numerous. The lunch period is one hour, at 
noon, and there is no siesta. , 

A white laboring class does not exist in Hawail. 
This is due, however, not to climatic conditions, but 


to the economic competitions of cheap Oriental labor. _ 


It must be acknowledged that the change from a 
northern to sub-tropical climate does not always agree 
with the white woman.
